The two-hour late start (which 
caused a subsequent delay in all 
other sectors) was due to the un- 
explained tardiness of an Israel 
helicopter which plucked the last 
of the remaining IDF contingent 
from the Ataka Mountain overlcok- 
ing the erea. 

With the arrival of ‘the helicop- 
ter, the operation was under way, 
The flag went down. Three T-55 
tanks — booty of the 1967 war and 
already equipped with the standard 
155-mm. cannon, roared into Ufe and 
moved out. A proceasion of infantry 
half-tracks loaded down with 
weapons and other equipment fol- 
lowed, the lead vehicle carrying the 
national fag which had flown over 
the outpost building. Also on 6 
place of honour on board: Ibo, a 
goose adopted by ‘the unit and 
trained to respond to the Hebrew 
command “come.” (Not trained too 
well: This time the order resulted 
in a lively quack and a waddle in 
the wrong direction.)

WASHINGTON (UPI). — The USSR. tested a 
new _ inter-continental missile with Τα le ‘war- 
heads for the first time on Frida ἃ Saturday, 
a Pentagon spokesman said 

missile, the SSX-19, one “the four new 
ICBMs with an advanced “MYRV™ capability for send- 
ing warheads to independent targets. The new Soviet 
missiles have caused the Pentagon a certain amount 
of concern over the last few months. 

Pentagon spokesman Jerry Friedheim said the 
missile was tested twice over a range of 7,200 kms. 
from a Soviet test station to an area about 1,280 lams. 
Rorthwest of Midway Island in the Pacific Ocean. 

Friedheim said he did not know how many indivi- 
dual warheads each missile carried. 

Friedheim said the tests were observed by U.S. 
ships and planes after the Soviets announced on 
Friday a warning to mariners to stay out of the 
target area. 

He said some Soviet vessels carrying imstrumenta- 
tion to measure the tests were still in the and 
it was possible more experiments would be carried out, 
although the warning was lifted yesterday. 

Friedheim said this wes the first of four new mis- 


slies to be tested over the full range. The other three 
are the SS-16, SS-17, and short range. 

He said the full range test could indicate the So- 
viets are close to deploying the new missile, but it 
‘was impossible to know for certain. 

“We've estimated their MIRV capability could be 
deployable by late 1975 or early 1976," Friedheim 
said, “There has been no basic change in that, but I 
expect there will be further analysis” of the most 
recent tests. 

Later, Friedheim said:

U.K. stocks tumbling 


LONDON (Reuter). British 
stock markets dropped to their 
lowest: level for seven years yes- 
terday in a gathering cloud of in- 
dustrial dejection and a growing 
war of nerves on the fuel front. 

With a coalmine strike looking 
more and more certain next month, 
threats of additional vigorous action 
were issued by Mick McGahey, Com- 
munist: vice-president of the Na- 
tional Union of Mineworkers. 

Mr. MecGahey, now regarded as 
the most forceful of all the miners’ 
leaders, said that once a_ strike 
starts, safety crews would not be 
allowed to keep mines in working 
order. 

The threat brought a shocked re- 
action from Derek Ezra, chairman 
of state-owned National Coal Board. 
Such action, Mr. Ezra said, could 
put a question mark over the whole 
future of the industry, leaving the 
way open for long-term damage 
through . fire, Hood or explosion. 

The increasing gloom led to heavy 
price’ falls on the. London Stock Ex- 
change. By lunchtime the Financial 
Times Index dipped a drastic 14.5 
points.to reach 301.8 — its. lowest 
level since late 1966. 

Mr. McGahey, addressing a meet- 


ing in Edinburgh, enlarged on his 
weekend declarations that in the 
event of a strike, picketing miners 
would prevent foreign fuel getting 
through to power stations. 

He said Sunday that if troops 
were called in to help break the 
strike, the miners would urge the 
soldiers to take their side. 

This prompted some newspeper 
comment that subverting military 
loyalty was a punishable crime. Mr. 
McGahey stressed yesterday that he 
would not interfere with the troops, 
“I would just speak to them and 
distribute leaflets.”. 

In any case, Mr. McGahey ‘said, 
the way things were going the gov- 
ernment might not have enough 
troops, and he warmed that if any 
picketers landed .in jail “They will 
have to find another way of pro-. 
during coal without men.” 

Picketing of power stations played 
a key part in the last miners’ strike 
two years ago, when the govern- 
ment yielded to thelr pay claim to 
save industry from collapse. 

Since then, anti-picket Jaws have 
been tightened. But it was obvious 
there could be difficulties in enfore-

— West German 
scientists who examined a fork 
broken by Israeli “wizard” Uri Gel- 
ler during a recent exhibition found 
it had been treated beforehand with 
ἃ chemical solution, the West Ger- 
man news magazine “Der Spiegel” 
says this week.

EELING under the shock of the 
new prices, we found ourselves 
wondering whether the Finance 
Ministry has a suggestion-box in 
its corridors, Because we should 
like to suggest that funds be found 
to add a resident psychologist to 
the establishment, along with eco- 
nomists, statisticians and such-like, 
‘This is not the first time that our 
financial wizards have shown them- 
selves lacking in psychological in- 
sight as to the Mming of their an- 
Douncements. We imew, logically, 
that basic commodities have been 
too cheap for too long and we 
knew that subsidies would have to 
be abolished some time or the other. 
‘But might it not have been wiser, 
as far as public morale is concern- 
ed, to have held back the shock for 
another few days? 

On February 1, we wage-earners 
will find the new cost-of-living al- 
lowance in our pay envelopes. Bol- 
stered by even a fleeting feeling of 
being rich, we could have coped 
better with the announcement of 
still more price hikes.
